The Choson 
Recording Studio was 60 meters northeast of Radio Piyongyange 


2. Im late May 1952 a radio station built by the Japanese in Myéngch ' on=dong _ 
(125-4, 39-00) (YD=3720) and possibly used to relay broadcasts originating 
in China and the. Soviet Union had not suffered any bomb damage. Four trans- 
mission poles were 10 meters to 12 meters high; the remaining six poles were 
6 meters to 8 meters high. 


3. Im funy. civilian mail in the P’yongyang area was being delivered once each 
day. . Postage was 10 North Korean won. 


he In June a bus available to civilians was running daily between Sintiju and 
ne P*yotigyang.
